It  is  just  as  easyto  raise  1,000  pounds  of  paper  shell  pecans 
is  to  raise  500  pounds  of  lint  cotton;  therefore,  this  makes  pecans  a  four  to  one  bettei  pioposn 
than  cotton. 

First  cost  is  practically  he  only  cost  when  you  grow  pecans.  Pecans  are  the  easiest  of 
crops  to  grow.  Complicated  handling,  expensive  spraying  and  constant  pruning  aie  no  iecl 
by  pecans.  Set  12  to  17  trees  to  the  acre,  that  is  from  50  to  60  feet  apart  each  way  an  go  g 
on  raising  crops  of  cotton  among  the  trees  for  the  first  six  or  eight  years.  AAei  then  you  w 
need  cotton.
